Riddle Report Sharp Criticism. 

Mr. Riddle’s report perhaps will be made 
public after his retirement from the diplo- 
matic service, as it is understood to con- 
tain criticisms of the Russian policy toward 
the Jews as sharp as those made by Spen- 
eer Eddy, who was stationed some years ago 
in St. Petersburg, as secretary of the Amer- 
joan embassy. Eddy is now in Roumania, 
and will keep the state department informed 
in reference to the condition of the 400,000 
Jews residing in that country. 

It is believed the upheaval which has oc- 
curred in Turkey will be beneficial to the 
Jews in the Ottoman dominions in view of 
the declaration in the platform of the Young 
Turks that no distinction is to be made on

* In Morocco the new American minister will 
take it his business to do everything in his 
power to see that the sultan and his officers 
treat the Jews with the consideration prom- 
ised by the Moorish envoys to the conference 
held at Algeciras, Spain, in 1906. 


Treaty the First Move. 

The opening wedge in securing better treat- 
ment for the Jews in Russia will be driven 
in connection with the negotiations which 
have been begun for a revision of the treaty 
of commerce and navigation, signed by the 
tepresentatives of the two countries in 1882. 
Under article 1 of this treaty it is declared 
that the inhabitants of each nation shall have 
the liberty to enter ports, places, and rivers 
ofthe other where foreign commerce is per- 
mitted. It is further provided that they 
shall be at liberty “‘ to sojourn and reside in 
al parts whatsoever ”’ of each other's terri- 


This government has claimed that the only 
Meaning that possibly can be given to these 
words is that Americans provided with pass- 
ports may go to any part of Russia where 
foreign commerce is permitted and sojourn 

' there, if they so desire, in order to attend to 
thelr own affairs. But Russia always has 
insisted that this permission is qualified by 
@mother clause of the same article which 
gives the citizens of one country right to 
@ijoy the same security and protection as 
the natives of the country wherein they take 
® their residence *“‘on condition of sub- 
Mitting to the laws there prevailing.” 

That is to say, an American of Jewish faith, 
if he establishes himself in Russia, prac- 
tially an impossible thing to do, must suf- 
fer under the same restrictions which Rusela 
imposes upon his coreligionists.

No Men Available Because of 
Cab Strike, So Twelve Liv- 
ery Owners Themselves 
Take Reins. 


ALL GO TO FRIEND'S AID. 


Union Pickets Report Walkout 
Has Been a Success, but 
Opponents Vote to 
Stand Pat,

A funeral cortége of eleven carriages and 
the hearse, all driven by employers, was the 
spectacle presented in Chicago yesterday as 
&@ result of the strike of cab and carriage 
drivers. The funeral, which was that of 
Frederick C. Fogel, from 3906 Calumet ave- 
nue to Oakwoods cemetery, was conducted 
by Funeral Director Lewis BE. Hamburg. 

Among those who mounted the box and 
drove in the funeral were some of the oldest 
and most prominent liverymen wn the city. 
Mr. Hamburg drove one of the catriages and 
Albert B. Watkins of Atwater & Watkins 
drove the hearse. . 

The unusual cortége attracted considerable 
attention, both in the neighborhood and at 
the cemetery. Unable to get enough non- 
union drivers to take care of his order, Mr. 
Hamburg called up the employers he knew 
had no funerals during the day and asked 
them if they wanted a “ job.” 


Employers Don Liveries. 

In a short time he had obtained the con- 
sent of the required ten employers, who went 
to the strike bound barns and changed their 
frock and sack coats for brass buttoned liv- 
erles and plug hate. Then they mounted 
the boxes and were off. 


In addition to Mr. Hamburg and Mr. Wat- 


kins, the employers who drove carriages in 
the Fogel funeral were Wellington Housworth 
of the Oakenwald Livery company; Abra- 
ham, Loujs, Moses, George, and Charles 
Abrahams, al] brothers, of the Arcade livery; 
Carl A. K. Bolander; Leroy Payne; Will 
Fisher of the Calumet Livery, and Harry 
Watson of the Annex livery. 

** We had no trouble of any kind.” said Mr. 
Hamburg. “ The strikers knew better than 
to try to interfere with us. They knew whom 
they would have to deal with in this case. 
The idea of trying to interfere with funerals 
is repulsive, and such an act would bea crime 
of the worst kind.”’ 


Liverymen “Stand Pat,’ 

The Liverymen's association met in the 
evening at room 210, Masonic temple, and 
voted to “ stand pat ”’ in their refusal to sign 
the agreement with the union. President 
Robert K. Sloan of the association today will 
send a communication to Chief Shippy, re- 
questing that. pe be stationed at 
cemetery roadhouses to protect the employ- 
ers and nonunion drivers from interference 
by pickets of the union. 

Nearly: 200 employers attended the meet- 
ing and 185 barns were represented. A vote 
was taken on the proposition to continue 
the fight or sign the agreement demanded by 
the strikers. The vote, it was said, resulted 
in seventy-four voting to “ stand pat’’ and 
forty-seven in favor of signing up and ending 
the fight. 

‘We have decided to fight to the end,” 
said President Sloan. “ This meeting was 
called to ascertain the sentiment of the em- 
ployers, and action was taken that means the 
continuance of the fight until the strongest 
wins.”’ 


Many Funerals; No Violence. 

Numerous funerals were held in all parts 
of the city during the day and in several from 
one to four employers drove carriages or the 
hearse. Among the employers who drove his 
own hearse was J. O. Sullivan, 5061 Lake ave- 
nue, whose twenty drivers obeyed the strike 
order in the morning. Mr. Sullivan furnished 
carriages for four funerals and obtained the 
services of fifteen nonunion drivers to drive 
the required vehicles. 

The largest funeral) during the day was one 
of forty-seven carriages from Nineteenth 
street and Blue Island avenue. Several em- 
ployers and nonunion men drove the hearse 
and carriages. There was no interference, 

Only in a few instances were funerals re- 
ported to have been interfered with and those 
cases consisted only of pickets at cemeteries 
making inquiries as to the identity of the 
drivers. Assistant Chief Schuettler during 
the day issued orders to all commanding offi- 
cers at the various police stations to be ready 
to respond to calls from liverymen and un- 
dertakers for protection from strikers. How- 
ever, not a single call for police protection 
was reported. 


Police in Readiness. 

In some cases detectives were detalled to 
ride on the box with the drivers of funeral 
carriages. The policemen had instructions to 
arrest any one who in any manner attempted 
to obstruct the movement of the carriages. 
Inspector Lavin kept twenty-five policemen 
in readiness at’central station to respond to 
emergency calls. 

Hubert Hartig, 896 Thirty-first street, a 
liveryman and undertaker, reported an at- 
tempt was made by Business Agent Phillip 
Schuge of the union to stop a funeral at 
Mount Greenwood cemetery. Hartig drove 
his own carriage in the funeral and told 
Schugg to "' go and mind your own business.” 

“ After I gave Schugg a plece of my mind 
he went away and left us alone,” said Hartig. 
“T saw he did the same thing to drivers in 
three other funerals at the same cemetery. 
From the way he sneaked away I judge they 
all gave him the same dose I did. There was 
no interfefence after that."’ 

At the funeral of David Ayers, from 4638 
Emerald avenue and the Tenth Presbyterian 
church to Mount Hope cemetery, a policeman 
from the stockyarda station guarded the 
hearse and carriages until the cortége had left 
the church on the way to the burial grounds. 


Union Pickets Claim Success. 

Pickets for the union reported to Business 
Agent Walter J. Gibbons that Sullivan’s liv- 
ery practically was tied up, saying that only 
six carriages and one hearse left his barns 
during the day. The strike order was obeyed 
by practically every member of the union 
employed by liverymen who refused to sign 
the new agreement calling for a scale of $12 
for a week of six days and 25 cents an hour 
for * trippers.” 

It was estimated that between 900 and 1,000 
drivers quit between Saturday night and! 6 
o'clock yesterday morning. Most of them 
reported to Business Agent Gibbons at the 
headquarters of the union, 1446 Randolph 


street. 
Practically al] of the larger livery con- 
cerns were tied up by the strike.

Wheat King and Agriculture See- 
retary Arrive at Same Time. 


BOTH BALK AT CONTROVERSY 


Federal Official Takes Fling at Specu- 


ald —— ieeoti'in Grain Market. 


Secretary of Agriculture James Wilson and 
James A. Patten, the two leading spirits who 
expressed contrary views on the wheat situa- 
tion through the country, both arrived in 
Chicago yesterday. 

Mr. Wilson came from Washington to at- 
tend a meeting of meat inspectors today and 
registered at the Auditorium. Mr. Patten 
returned from a brief vacation at Vermejo 
park, New Mexico. Mr. Wilson reluctantly 
referred to the wheat situation and when 
he did aim at Mr. Patten he used the im- 
personal word speculator. Mr. Patten re- 
fused to talk of business affairs, but laugh- 
ingly remarked: 

“TI am so improved in health that I feel 
that I could lick the biggest man in the coun- 
try right now.” 

Mr. Wilson was willing to talk about al- 
most anything else than wheat, and gave 
plain indications that he did not wish to 
get into any further controversy with the 
broker. The subject of wheat had to be ap- 
proached cautiously, because the official 
peemed nettied when it was referred to. 


Makes Fling at Speculators. 

“That's history now and I don’t care to 
discuss it,”” was his discouraging opening re- 
mark. Then he smiled and asked: “How 
is the wheat corner? If it is broken we poor 
people, you know, can buy bread cheaper.” 

“Mr. Patten is quoted as having sald: 
‘As for this year’s wheat, it does ngt look 
good. Western Kansas hes not hada drop 
of rain and the wheat is dry andthin. Prob- 
ably all of Oklahoma’s wheat will go to 
Texas. Kansas will not get much orit,’ ” was 
suggested. 

* The situation is better than is represented 
by private interests,”” said the secretary. 
* Speculators have agents in the wheat flelds 
giving out erroneous reports for business 
reasons. These private agents are there to 
make money for somebody.”’ 

‘Do you mean that Mr. Patten is manipu- 
lating the market in that manner?” 

“JT am not mentioning any names,but I 
wish to impress upon you that the govern- 
ment agents are giving out the only trust- 
worthy reports. The charge that our depart- 
ment gets its reports from inexperienced 
postmasters is false. Our men are experts, 
though here and there you might find a post- 
master working for the department. Even 
so, his word should go farther than that of 
a private agent in the employ of @ specu- 
lator.”’ P 
Wheat Conditions Improved. 

* Conditions in the wheat districts are 
slightly better than they were a month ago. 
I made my official report last Friday. Spring 
was late in getting started, and the supply 
is not quite up to last year’s supply, but let 
me repeat it is better than a month ago, and 
there is a chance for more improvement.” 

“Ig there any sound reason for bread cost- 
ing more?” 

“Yes, because wheat costs more; but I 
don’t see why it should cost more. The 
supply last year was 31,000,000 bushels great- 
er than the year before. Conditions are im- 
proving instead of getting worse, and the 
April condition was better than the March 
condition. The actual figures are being mis- 
represented for speculative pu I am 
not going to get into any controversy with 
Mr. Patten.” 

In Mr, Wilson's party are A. D. Melvin, 
chief of the bureau of animal industry; J. R. 
Mohler, chief of the pathological! division; 
R. P. Steddom, chief of the inspection divi- 
gion; and A. E. Behnke, assistant chief of the 
inspection division. They will go into session 
with federal inspectors from different pack- 
ing centers at 8 o'clock this morning in the 
Federal building and discuss various prob- 
lems that confront the service in the packing

Mr. Patten’s homecoming was followed by 
retirement to his big stone residence in

Evanston, where his relatives and house 
servants celebrated his arrival by conspiring 
to keep out reporters.

“wheat king *’ to church and watched to see 
whether he would pass the collection plate 
as has been his wont. He didn't, but he fell 
prey to the interviewers as he stood in the 
aisle shaking hands with friends. 


Expects to Remain in Evanston. 

The mellowing influence of the pipe organ 
and some Presbyterian hymns evidently had 
turned the scale in favor of a return to good 
nature. 

‘Is it true, Mr. Patten, that you are going 
to leave Evanston and live in Colorado?’ he 
was asked. 

“That story is a falsehood,’’ he replied, 
laughing at the thought. “I don't know 
where it came from unless it was from that 
chap at Trinidad, Cola I'm going to stay 
right here in Evanston to the end of my days 
and as for business, well, all I've got to say is 
that I will be at my office in Chicago at 9 
o’ clock In the morning."’ 

He paused upon the stone steps of the 
church and chatted genially for a few min- 
utes, his good nature fully in the ascendant. 

“The Trinidad newspapers persisted in 
printing stories to the effect that ‘ Patten 
breaks New Mexico game laws,’ but I broke 
no game laws," he said. “I had some nice 
trout fishing in an artificial pond stocked with 
fish from New York, and that wasn't break- 
ing law. I just had a good rest."’ 

As for wheat, although the “ king ” would 


not talk about it specifically, it was apparent 


that he still clings to the theory that “ there 
wasn't any corner in wheat and I am not to 
blame because it went up.’’

“BLACK HAND” HURLS BOMBS 


North Side Italian, Who Ignored 
Threats, Is the Victim. 


THREE EXPLOSIONS HEARD. 


Panic Follows Dynamiters’ Attempt to 
Wreck Flat Building. . .. ~ ee 


The second Black Hand outrage within 
three days was perpetrated last evening in 
the Italian district on the north side. Fol- 
lowing the receipt of a number of threatening 
letters, the fruitiess investigation of one, 
then a period of about a month, during which 
time the recipient of the letters—Dominick 
Pecoraro—was not disturbed, three dynamite 
bombs were hurled into the victim's building 
at 148 Gault court. 

Italiane living in the vicinity were thrown 
into a panic and fears were expressed that 
this outrage is only the forerunner of another 
outbreak which may last for months, 

Despite the fact that the police were on the 
scene five minutes after the bombs had been 
exploded, no trace of the men could be found. 
Assistant Chief of Police Schuettler and De- 
tectives Longobardi and Bornacchi were no- 
tified and are leading the search for the 
would-be, assassins. 


Family Thrown to Floor. 

A door leading to the second floor, which is 
occupied by Cloye Tavorinin, was wrecked by 
the force of the explosion, and windows in 
the building were shattered. 

Tavorinin was sitting in the parlor read- 
ing and was thrown from his chair to the 
floor. Mrs. Tavorinin, his mother, was hold- 
ing her 1 year old granddaughter in her 
arms when the first bomb exploded, and 
they were also thrown to the floor, but neither 
was injured. The third floor is occupied by 
Pecoraro and only a slight jar of the explo- 
sion reached this flat. The only damage done 
there was to a door, a panel being broken. 
The first floor is occupied by Marco Maringo, 
but no damage was caused to his flat. 

When the first bomb had exploded the oc- 
cupants of the building attempted to reach 
the street, but they only reached the hallway 
when the second and the third ones exploded, 
and they fled back to their apartments. 


Fear to Leave Building. 

Some of them feared to leaye the build- 
Ing, and not until the arrival of the patrol 
wagon from the Chicago avenue station were 
they assured there was no more danger. They 
later sought shelter for the night at the 
houses of friends. 

The bombs were thrown through an open 
side window on the second floor, striking 
on the landing of the stairs. From this fact 
the police believe the men climbed on the 
roof of a one story frame cottage next door 
and threw the tombe through the window. 

For the last three months Pecoraro, whois 
reputed to be wealthy, has received letters 
from the alleged “‘ Black Hand ” threatening 
him with death unless he complied with de- 
mands for money. The last letter, sent about 
a month ago, demanded $1,600, and it was 
stated his home would be blown up and he 
and members of hie family killed unless he 
met the demand. 

The letter read that he was to go to the 
Chicago avenue bridge with the money con- 
cealed in a cigar box where he would meet 
the agent of the order.

Gives Views on Home Rule. 

“Home rule, as such,’’ continued Mr. Kit- 
tieman, “ is not involved in the consolidation 
bill. If home rule is the issue between the 
downstate districts and the city we are wilk 
ing to propose a bill which would serve as an 
@mendment to the cities and villages act 
which would give home rule to all cities on 
the same terms as Chicago now asks for 
those elements embodied in charter bill No. 2. 
“Such a bill would not be covered by the 
constitutional amendment. would become 
effective without a referendum, and would 
apply to every city and village in the state 
working under the cities and villages act. 
That, in my judgment, seems to be a fair 
reply for Chicago to make to the only rea-

“ Our plan of campaign is to demonstrate 
clearly and completely just what we are 
asking for in the charter bills. If we can 
succeed in doing that and if we can satisfy 
the fair minded element in the general assem- 
bly that we mean just what we say, the en- 
actment of the consolidation act and the rest 
of the charter bills ought not to be an over- 
whelming impossibility.” 


Hopes to Clear Situation. 

“I am not a prophet and I cannot forecast 
what the members of the Illinois general as- 
sembly will do with the charter bilis,’’ said 
Walter L. Fisher, one of the leading figures 
in the charter convention, “ but I will say 
that in my belief the men at Springfield who 
stand opposed to the pending charter meas- 
ures do not understand them. I hope that we 
of Chicago will be able to make a campaign 
of education there which will visibly clear up 
the situation and demonstrate to the mem- 

ers from the down state districts, and also 
to that element of the legislature which rep- 
resents some of the Chicago districts, that 
Chicago now asks for nothing which is in the 
least unreasonabi’. 

‘‘If my information 1s correct,” added Mr. 
Fisher, “‘ Chicago need fear no serious oppo- 
sition to its charter bills from the political 
leaders. There is no politics connected with 
the consolidation measure whatever which 
can have a fair basis. I am told that partisan 
politics, as such, does not enter into the issue 
which confronts the genéral assembly. As 
for Gov. Deneen, my information satisfies 
me that he is not chargeable with the position 
that he is opposed to the consolidation bills 
because of partisan bias or patronage. I am 
sure that such an assertion is incorrect. 

‘‘It is up to the city’s representatives who 
will go to Springfield to demonstrate to the 
members of the senate and house, who are 
just now in the position of standing with 
the opposition, that the consolidation bill 
adds nothing to the powers of the city and 
detracts nothing from the power of the gen- 
eral assembly to legislate for the entire state, 
including Chicago. I am confident that the 
clearing up of this point will end the only 
serious and well meant opposition of most 
of the downstate membership.”’ 


Predicts Favorable Vote. 

Richard E. Burke, member of the steer- 
ing committee of the charter convention and 
a former member of the legislature, said 
that in his judgment the final action of the 
legislature will be favorable to the consolida- 
tion and the other charter bills. 

“We go to Springfield to tell the legis- 
lators just what the bilis mean to Chicago,” 
said Mr. Burke. “I do not believe the true 
scope of the consolidation measure is clear- 
ly -realized by some of the legislators. [ 
come from the west side and I know that 
the great majority of west side,people look 
forward to the enactment of the consolidation 
measure and its subsequent adoption by ref- 
erendum with the utmost satisfaction. Con- 
solidation is what the west side needs. We, 
in that section of the city, are taxed to 
the limit now. We believe that consoldae- 
tion will equalize the burden of taxation. 

** Defeat of the consolidation bill will mean 
defeat of everything for which the charter 
bilis provide and will make a farce of the 
labors of the charter convention. The legis- 
jature need not think that it can defeat con- 
solidation and give us the rest of the charter 
bilis, because if such a thing happens the 
popie will defeat the rest of them when the 
referendum vote comes along. 

“ Consolidation of the taxing bodies means 
more to the taxpayers than all the rest of 
the proposed laws, dnd the legislature cannot 
consistently and successfully make itself and 
Chicago believe that it is giving Chicago 
what it wants by defeating consolidation and 
slipping out under oover of other charter 
measures.”’ 


Sees Little Danger in Senate. 

“*My personal belief.’’ declared Senator 
Walter Clyde Jones, senate leader, “is that 
the charter bills will not encounter serious 
difficulty in the senate. I believe the sena- 
tors have considered fairly the requests 
which Chigago has made in submitting the 
bills as formulated by the charter conven- 
tion. It is my belief that they will act fairly 
and pass them on to the people of Chicago for 
action at a referendum election. 

**So far as I know there is no disposition 
in the senate t® make a political football of 
the charter propositions, and from what I 
have heard I believe that Republican and 
Democratic senators will be in line regard- 
less of political affiliations. It is the disposi- 
tion of the senate to give a free and fair 
hearing to all of the interests involved on 
one side or another, and to act in a spirit 
of equity to the city as well as to the coun- 
try districts. Personally, I feel that under 
such circumstances the consolidation bill, at 
least, should experience little difficulty in 
passing through the senate.”’ 


Only an Intermediate Step. 

Charles Alling Jr., chairman of the com- 
mittee which the Union League club is send- 
ing to the state capital, declared that the gen- 
eral assembly should feel that it is taking 
only an intermediate step in assisting Chi- 
cago to settle its present difficulties. 

“The Union League club has indorsed the 
entire series of charter bills,’’ said Mr. Alling, 
“with the understanding that the legisia- 
ture in enacting them forwards them on 
to the citizens, who wil! have the opportunity 
of studying them and finally passing on their 
merits through the «medium of the referen- 
dum vote. 

* The consolidation bill—charter bill No. 1— 
is certainly of prime importance to Chicago 
at this moment,"’ continued Mr. Alling, “ and 
the legislature should not hesitate in per- 
mitting its submission to the electorate. The 
representatives of the Union League club 
stand together on that proposition and we ex- 
pect tO work unceasingly at Springfield in 
common with the representatives of the 
charter convention and of other bodies in 
urging the legislature to pass-this on to us 
and to follow it up with the enactment of the 
other measures which were formulated in the 
charter convention.’’

Senate Smashes All Reform. 

In the senate, where the governor is cred- 
ited with control of the organization, the 
plans of the institution reorganization are 
beigg smashed in two directions. The Dill 
for the establishment of a board of control 
and consequent withdrawal of al) charitable, 
penal, and reformatory institutions from 
politics, has been amended painfully on 
second reading, on which order it still stands, 
being subject to further alteration. 

Appropriations asked by the board of 
charities and institutions have been cut in 
the senate appropriations committee until 
they represent a decrease as compared with 
what was given two years ago. At that time 
the board felt the legislature, in not making 
adequate appropriations, had hurt the ineti- 
tutions and the plans for their betterment. 

Since that time the institutions have been 
subjected to legislative investigation and to 
two campaigns of political attack. The 
board itself was put on the defensive along 
with the state administration. Now Presi- 
dent Billings and his associates, instead of 
finding readiness in the senate to appro- 
priate more money and make possible the 
extensive improvements planned, are in- 
formed that the intention is to give even less 
than what was apportioned to the institu- 
tions two years ago. 

For these things the board holds the gov- 
ernor responsibie. If such intentions were 
disclosed in the house, where the governor 
was defeated in his endeavor to control the 
organization, he would not be blagned, but- 
he is supposed to have his wishes on the ad- 
ministration bills carried out in the upper 
branch. 

Yates’ Experience Faces Him. 

If the board finds reason to justify its pres- 
ent suspicions regarding the governor's at- 
titude he will have the same experience with 
its members that Richard Yates had when 
Miss Julia Lathrop and Dr. Emil G. Hirsch 
resigned and charged him with damaging 
the institutions by political interference. 

That is one side of the story and points to 
one spot where the explosion may occur. 
The other side concerns the political organ- 
izations which are interested in the penal 
and reformatory institutions and which hope 
to maintain some connections with charita- 
ble institutions even under the board of con- 
trol system. It also concerns the folks who 
pay the taxes and who object to a 10 or 20 
cent increase in the state levy. 

As between the taxpayers and the state 
board of charities, if the question be resolved 
down into that one issue, it is a certainty 
that the governor will take his chances with 
an, explosion caused by the state board and 
suffer the consequences. 

If the total appropriations made by the leg- 
isiature amount as high as §21,000,000 the 
tax rate goes up, to 60 cents, an increase of 
10 cents on a hundred dollars. To maintain 
the present rate of 50 cents on a hundred 
dollars the appropriations must be kept down 
in the neighborhood of $19,000,000. If only 
the increases asked by the state board of 
charities were granted and eve other de- 
partment of the state government held down 
the tax rate would be boosted. 


Rural Voters Fight Increases. 

To give the state board what it wants for 
the state institutions and what the legis- 
lators freely admit the institutions should 
have and what the governor would like them 
to. haveg will run up. the tax rate, and in the 
opiniom of the politicians will put the Re- 
publican party in hazardous condition. In 
the smaller communities of the state, and 
particularly in the rural communities. a 10 
cent rise in the taxes will raise ‘‘ hob” and 
worse. 

Mr. Deneen has his choice between taking 
a chance with the taxpayer or taking his 
chance with the men interested in the im- 
provement of the institutions. There is some 
reason to belleye that the decisions reached 
by Senator Hurburgh, chairman of the sen- 
ate appropriations committee, and by the 
members of that committee coincide with 
the decisions of the governor himself. 

Mr. Deneen and Mr. Hurburgh have ‘had 
several conferences over the appropriation 
bills. and when it is announced that the 
aniount to be appropriated for charities, cor- 
réectional institutions, educational institu- 
tions, and the like is te be reduced it is rea- 
sonable to believe that the decision is Mr. 
Deneen’s as well as that of the senate com- 
mittee. 

Representative Shanahen, chairman of the 
house appropriations committee, a body 
which °was appointed by Speaker Shurtleff 
and the anti-Deneen element in the house, 
has announced his belief that the appropria- 
tions cannot be held down under $21,000,000. 
In that decision Mr. Deneen cannot be 
charged with taking any part, either ad- 
visory or *“‘ mandatory.” 


Governor Bound to Get Blame. 

‘The difference ef opinion between the house 
and senate committees is bound -to lead to 
some interesting conference sessions, but in 
the end it comes back to the governor, who 
has the power‘to vote the items and thus 
actually establish the maximum of the 
moneys appropriated. The governor in the 
end will take the responsibility for the re- 
ductions unless the legislature’ willingly 
shoulders this burden itself and makes them 
before he gets the bills for his approval. 

It is possible that the state board of chari- 
ties might be reconciled to some reductions 
in the appropriations requested for institu- 
tions if the danger of the increasing tax rate 
greatly were appreciated, and it is the hope 
of the state administration to be able to 
show that the proposed decreases in appro- 
priations will not affect the repairs and in:- 
provements needed by the institutions. 

The fight between the trustees of the cor- 
rectional institutions, and the state board 
is one which is causing considerable of the 
trouble. The boards of trustees of Joliet, 
Chester, and Pontiac have been lobbying, 
thus far without success, to have their in- 
stitutions taken out of the reorganization 
bill. thus keeping them from the operation 
of the state civil service law, and at the same 
time preserving the political lives of the 
boards themselves.

Absent-mindedly pondering his big scoop, 
Sandy. forgetful of his new professional! 
affiliation, headed for THE TRIBUNE office. 
where, to the astonishment of his former 
associates, he was found seated at his desk 
dashing off the story. Still in the same state 
of self-absorption, he handed the story to the 
night city editor and walked out. 

The next day when Sandy reported at the 
Times office he was greeted with stormy de- 
mands for an explanation of the reason he 
had been scooped. He protested that he had 
written the story in the Times office, and 
not till he had compared THE TRIBUNE and 
Times did he realize the extent of his error. 
The result was that he went back to THE

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SPANKING FOR SOME MOTHERS 


Oak Park Pastor, Speaking on 
Theaters, Urges Punishment. 


SEES GIRIS AT BAD SHOWS. 


Parent Really to Blame, According to 
the Rev. W. E. Barton. 


** Mothers who allow their daughters to at- 
tend Chicago theaters without careful super 
vision should be spanked.” 

This pastoral appeal came from the Rev. 
W. E. Barton, pastor of the First Congre- 
gational church of Oak Park, at his evening 
discourse. The minister drew his conclusions 
in part from personal experiences, he said, 
at an indecent show in the loop district pat- 
ronized by women and girls. 

This was Dr. Barton’s second interesting 
utterance during the day, for in the morn- 
ing he took his congregation severely to task 
for going on summer vacations on the meneys 
they owed their butchers and grocers. 

Only the critics should goto the theaters om 
“first nights,”’ according to the minister. 
Other people should wait until these martyrs 
have made their public reports of its morality 
or immorality. 


Calls Such Mothers a Menace. 

*“‘A mother who allows her daughter to 
gee an improper play is herself to blame if 
disaster overtakes that daughter,’’ he said. 
‘“‘Such mothers are a menace to the com- 
munity. No plea of ignorance is admissi- 
ble. We should never be first nighters, for 
by waiting we are warned through the news- 
papers of immoral plays. If we then go 
to see them we will know what to expect. 
Many plays are demoralizing, but not all. 

“The worst theaters are not necessarily 
the cheap theaters or those in the poorer 
districts of the city. These present vice and 
virtue so plainly labeled that their influ- 
ence is often wholesome. Often the worst 
theaters are the high priced ones. I recent- 
ly attended such a one in Chicago.

BIG MEETING TOMORROW. 


Promoters and Directors Will 
Tackle Various Demands of 
Stockholders. 


Final negotiations this week with the 
Metropolitan west side elevated railroad, 
according to the promoters, may practically 
complete the agreement for a merger of all 
the elevated systems in Chicago. It was 
said yesterday a meeting of the committee 
which is promoting the consolidation and 
officials of the west side road probably will 
be called for tomorrow. 

So far all of the elevated roads, with the 
exception of the Metropolitan, have agreed 
to enter into negotiations with the Central 
Terminal company on the basis of certain 
specified rentals being paid for the use of the 
properties. The west side road, while being 
in favor of consolidation—so far as its of- 
ficials are concerned—has an embarrassing 
condjtion to overcome before it can enter into 
any consolidation agreement 

The Metropolitan, according to Its last an- 
nual report, has on its books $9,000,000 worth 
of preferred stock and $7,500,000 worth of 
common stock. The common, it is said, never 
has paid a single dollar to the holders. In 
negotiating rental terms with the company 
the promoters declare some plan. will have to 
be devised whereby both the preferred and 
common stockholders can be satisfied. 


Promoters Between Two Fires. 

“We want to range it if possible,” said 
one of the promo, .s during the day, “* so that 
both the common and preferred stockholders 
of the road wilh be benefited by the merger. 

“It is plainly seen we are between two 
fires. If we agree to allow the holders of the 
common stock a certain amount annually 
then the preferred stockholders step in and 
object strenuously. If we grant the demands 
ofijthe preferred people we have the common 
stock rising up to give battle. It is one of 
the big problems with which we have to 
contend, but I think everything will be ar- 
ranged satisfactorily to all persons concerned 
this week.” 

The meeting of the promoters of the merger 
and the elevated officials will be held in the 
offices of Ira M. Cobe, president of the Assets 
Realization company. Mr. Cobe is asso- 
ciated with Samuel Insull and E. K. Boilsot 
in the consolidation of the elevated roads.

Chicago Hebrew Institute Direct- 
ors Discuss Gym Plans. 


WANT ATHLETIC FIELD ALSO 


Supt. Blaustein Praises Standard of 
Jews in This City. 


A gymnasium, a clubhouse an industrial 
and commercial department, an agricultural 
school, and an athletic field were urged as 
additions to the Chicago Hebrew institute by 
speakers yesterday at the annual meeting of 
the institute. 

‘The Jew never has been an athietically 
inclined person,’’ said Supt. Blaustein, “* but 
with the erection of a gymnasium and the 
laying out of an atheltic fleld interest in 
physical activities would be aroused.” 

Dr. E. N. Fischkin, president of the insti- 
tute, urged both an Indoor and outdoor gym- 
nasium and said already an indoor gymnasi- 
um had been improvised till some definite 
action could be taken toward the building of 
@ permanent structure. 

The report of the. president, viewing the 
achievements, aims, and hopes of the insti- 
tute, showed that $50,000 has been received 
the last year in the way of benefits, dona- 
tions, amd social affairs. He asserted that 
it was the hope of the inatitute to double 
the membership of 1,500 in the ensuing year. 
With such an increase, he declared, the inati- 
tute would not need to look toward outside 
help. 

Praises Jews in Chicago. 

Supt. Blaustein in relating his five months’ 
experience in connection with the institute 
paid he had concluded there is no immigra- 
tion problem to be studied in Chicago as he 
had been led to believe before he left New 
York. In Chicago, he said, it is not a ques- 
tion of working for the Jew as in New 
York, but working with him. He expressed 
delight in his work here. 

“One of the things which pleased me most 
was the Lincoln centennial celebration of the 
Jews,’ the superintendent said. ‘“ Such pa- 
triotism is not known in the country from 
which most of our people come from.” 

In the east, he said, the idea of the “ Melt- 
ing Pot” is prevailing, but not in Chicago. 

“In Chicago the Jews do not intermingle. 
It is our hope to make the institute a center 
to bring the various classes of Jews together. 
There is an indication of this already and 
with the addition of more attractive features 
this plan will be realized.’

Animal Shows Fight After Being 
Roped and Routs Captors. 


DODGES POLICEMAN’S SHOTS. 


One Fugitive from Lincoln Park Zoo, 
However, Is Taken with Lasso. 


One of the two wolves which escaped from 
Lincoln park early Saturday morning was 
captured at Fullerton avenue and North 
Clark street last night by Park Policeman 
Henry Steter, who lassoed it. 

The other wolf was seen near Grant's 
monument in Lincoln park shortly after 9 
o’clock by Policeman Joseph Keiser and he 
fired several shots at it, but it escaped. 

Earlier in the evening one of the wolves, 
believed to have been the one captured, was 
lassoed by Carl Holstein and George Marcus 
in front of the McCormick theological semi- 
nary, 1060 North Halsted street. 


Forced to Jump Over Fence. 

The wolf showed fight, however, and the 
men were forced to jump over a fence to 
escape after they had struggled with the 
anima) for over ten minutes, while hundreds 
of pedestrians watched them. 

The wolf ran north to Fullerton avenue, 
where the men again overtook it, and again 
were forced to retreat, because they had no 
weapons when it attacked them. 

The North Halsted street police were noti- 
fied by a pedestrian that a wolf was seen at 
Garfield avenue and Mowe street about 7 
o’clock, and detectives were sent in search, 
but they were unable to find the animal. 

None Reported Bitten. 

About twenty men employed by the Lincoln 
park superintendent have been detailed to 
search for the wolf still at large. As yet the 
police have heard of no one bitten by the 


animal. 
In all six wolves escaped from the zoo by 


crawling under the bars of their cage. Two 
of them were captured and two shot on Sat- 


urday.

Arthar Rath, Boy Victim, Gave Up 
Life in Trying to Save Mother. 


An investigation by the Fiftieth street po- 
lice and Fire Attorney Hogan into the fire 
early Sunday morning at 182 West Forty- 
fifth place in ‘which two Hvee were lost led 
to the arrest of Emil Milter and his wife, | 
Louisa, occupants of the building. Their 
son Alfred, 17 years old, and Irving Munsen, 
living at 1176 North Halsted street, also ' 
are held as witnesses for the inquest. 

It is the opinion of the fire attorney and 
Police Lieutenant Cronin that the blaze was 
‘caused either by the accidental overturning 
of a kerosene lamp in the Miller apartments 
or that a lamp was thrown @uring a quar- 
rel. . 

Attorney Hogan questioned Munsen, who 
was sleeping in a boys’ club at the rear of 
the burned builiding. 

“TI heard a man and woman quarreling,” 
Munsen said, “and there wae a crash like 
the breaking of glass. Seon afterward I 
heard the cry of ‘ fire.’” 


Boy Sacrificed His Life. 

Those who perished in the fire were Mrs. 
Mollié Rath, 45 years old, and her son, Ar- 
thur, aged 1s. The boy lost his life in a 
heroic attempt to rescue his mother after he 
had carried his two sisters, Lulu and Ame- 
lia, and Tessie Schwartz, from the burning 
structure. He plunged back into the smoke 
and flames and that was the last seen of him. 
His charred body was found by the firemen 
near that of his mother. 

The boy’s two sisters, who are 15 and 13 
years old, were iInconsolable yesterday. But 
for his bravery they, too, would have met a 
similar fate. * ‘ 

Suspicion that the fire may have been 
caused by the exploding lamp was reported 
to Attorney Hogan by Assistant Fire Mar- 
shal Burroughs. He was at the scene a few 
minutes after the alarm was sounded, and in 
the dining room of the Miller home he found 
pieces of glass that appeared to be particles 
of a kerosene lamp. The flames spread so 
rapidly Marshal Burroughs was convinced 
that some inflammable substance was ig- 
nited. 


Heard Millers Quarreling. 


Munsen’s story of the quarrel in the Miller 
apartments is corroborated by Lulu Rath 
and Tessie Schwartz, who was visiting at 
the Rath home. They were asleep on the 
second floor of the building and were awak- 
ened by hearing a men and woman quar- 
reling. They also heard the crash of glass, 
followed by the cry of “ Fire.” 

Miller and his son admitted to Hogan that 
they quarreled early in the evening. The 
father said he fell asleep in the dining room 
and was aroused by the fire. 

Contradictory to this story, the son says his 
father was sitting in the kitchen, and that 
the lamp was lighted at the time. the fire 
started. His father says the room */as dark. 
Miller said his wife left the house after the 
quarrel, which, he asserts, took place at 7 
o'clock Saturday evening. , 

Police Lieutenant Cronin found Mrs. Mil- 
ler in the afternoon at the home of a friend, 
where, she said, she had spent the previous 
night. 

The fire spread to an adjoining building at 
134 West Forty-fifth place, also destroying 
that structure. Policemen and firemen 
rescued several persons from this building. 

The inquest over Mrs. Rath and her son 
will be held this morning at Spreyne’s under- 
taking establishment, 4026 State street.

MUCH PAID INDIRECTLY. 


merce Board on Fiscal Af- 
fairs in Europe. 


Washington, D. C., May 9.~A report which 
‘constitutes an important contribution to cur- 
rent discussion of the proposed income tax ' 
has been made to the bureau of manufactures 
of the department of commerce and labor by 
Charles M. Pepper, special agent who has 
been investigating fiscal affairs in Europe. 

Mr. Pepper says that for the fiscal year 
which ended March 31, 1909, the revenue 
from the Income tax in Great Britain was 
$165,000,000. This tax in 1908 was the great- 
est single source of revenue, exceeding the 
excise imposts by $1,500,000 and the customs 
receipts by $23,000,000. 

It is explained in the report that the tax is 
imposed for every $5 of the annual value of - 
certain profits which are set forth under the 
various schedules comprising the source of 
income, Two-thirds of the tax is paid indi- 
rectly. Collections include the tax on land 
paid through the tenants, on dividends paid 
from the offices of public companies, and on 
consols paid through the Bank of England. 


Income Under $800 Exempt. 

Incomes under $800 are exempt from the 
tax, and graduated abatements are allowed 
on incomes between $800 and $2,500. In de- 
termining the yield from the tax, which is 
nominally 5 per cent, attention must be paid 
to the rate of charge. The lowest rate in the 
last half century has been a fraction over 
1 cent on the dollar. Since 1806 the highest 
rate has been about 30 cents to the $5. 

Tables are given showing net receipts of 
the tax for each year since 1808. In 1907 the 
yield was $159,000,000, as against $90,000,000 
in 1899. Both the gross amounts and the 
net incomes increased in the ten year period. 
Every year reveals incomes previously cov- 
ered up, so that the increased amount cannot 
always be taken as a fresh addition to the 
national wealth. 

Mr. Pepper analyzes the various sources 
from which the tax is drawn and shows that 
the principal source comes under the group 
of businesses and professions, and particu- 
lar properties, such as railways, canals, and 
mines, and foreign and colonia] securities. 
The next leading source of revenue is from 
profits from the ownership of houses and 
lands. 


Big Returns from Investments Aboard. 


An interesting feature of the British income 
tax is the amount received from investments 
abroad. In 1907 the income disclosed from 
this source was $395,000,000, but there is a 
large amount of income from abroad which 
cannot be identified as such In the assess- 
ments. 

Since two-thirds of the tax Is collected in- 
directly, it is not possible to give the exact 
number of individual income tax payers. 
Businesses and professions, and employ és of 
the government and public companies paid 
taxes on $3,000,000,000. Twenty individuals 
and ninety-two firms paid assessments on 
incomes of $250,000 and upwards. Assess- 
ments on incomes ranging between $50.000 
and $250,000 numbered 4,200, and from $25,000 
to $50,000; 4,800. 

The assessment on incomes between $800 
and $1,000 numbered 238,000, and on incomes 
between $1,000 and $1,500, 206,000. 

Mr. Pepper says the budget aubmitted to 
parliament a few days ago increases the rate 
of charge on all incomes and adds @ supertax 
of 12 cents on the $5 on incomes exceeding 
$25,000 a year. These charges are expected 
to yield $26,000,000 additiona! revenue. 


ORDER OF B’RITH ABRAHAM 
HOLDS ANNUAL CONVENTION. 


Membership of 132,000 Men and 
Women Represented in the Twenty- 
third Session Begunat Washington. 


Washington, D. C., May 9.—-The twenty- 
third annual convention of the Independent 
Order of B'rith Abraham began here today. 
There are 8% delegates from seventeen 
states in attendance, representing a mem- 
bership of 132,000 men and women. Simon 
Wolf, an attorney of this city, delivered ine 
address of welcome, and Judge Leon Saun- 
ders of New York City responded. 

The grand master, Max Stern of New York, 
presented his annual report, reviewing the 
general affairs of the order, and incidentally 
‘referred to the manner in which the na- 
tional officers had made up a deficit in the 
order's finances discovered several months 
ago. :

HITS D. C. GOVERNMENT PLEA 


Agrees with Plans Made by Makers of 
y Constitution. 


Washington, D. C., May 9.—[Special.]—The 
city of Washington today is rubbing its 
bruises after its rough handling by Presi- 
dent Taft at last night’s banquet tendered 
him by the business men of the capital. 

The president was keen enough to discover 
that the “ pleasant evening *’ prepared for 
him was nothing more nor legs than an at- 
tempt to jar from him, as the result of a 
sumptuous meal and preliminary speeches 
both appealing and complimentary, a decla- 
ration that the District of Columbia would 
receive his best aid fm its efforts to secure a 
one man government and representation in 
congress. : 

Reply a Thorough Chiller. _ 

His reply was a thorough chiller. The 
president’s resentment over being led into 
a promise festival seemed to gather force as 
he ‘went along and. for the first time since 
his inauguration he hed a chance to exhibit 
some of the ginger born of conviction. 

As a resuk of his emphatic, though kind- 
ly, disavowal of any sympathy with a move 
to amend in any way the sort of government 
the makers of the constitution intended the 
District of Columbia should have, a senti- 
ment which Washingtonians have been fos- 
tering for some time looking to a voice in 
congressional matters y bears a sickly 
hue. 

The speech of Justicé Mafford of the Su- 
preme court of the District of Columbia, in 
which\'a long suffering and overburdened 
people was pictured with a pathos intended 
to wring compassion from even the most 
flinty hearted executive, was not released to 
the newspapers before the banquet, nor was 
a word as to its nature permitted to be- 
come known. 

The president, however, took in the situa- 
tion as rapidly as the speech was delivered 
and he was ready with his reply. He said 
that~he had been a resident of Washington 
himself; that he had purchased Washington 
property from which he never reaped a dol- 
lar, had sent his children to the public 
schools, had bathed in Potomac mud—in a 
bathtub—had hung to car straps on his way 
to the capitol, and had rooted for a “ tall- 
ender’ ball team with his friend “ Sunny 
Jim”™ Sherman. He thought he knew as 
much about Washington _as any pereon pres- 
ent. 

Poor Crumb of Comfort Left. 

He then delivered his solar plexus to the 
representation movement and followed it up 
with the frank statement that he was not 
at all sure about the idea of shrinking three 
commissionerships into a rule of one man. 
He left just a little for the citizens to hope 
for on the latter score, but it was a rather 
poor crumb of comfort. 

The banquet ended at midnight with a 
somewhat dazed set of Washington citizens 
thanking the president for the courtesy of 
his attendance. Today they realize that Mr. 
Taft is not a president who can be “‘ shooed ” 
into a pen. 


LAND OPENING AND LOT SALE. 


Tracts in Wyoming Open to Entry on 
May 22—Powell Sites Auctioned 
Two Days Later. 


Washington, D. C., May 9.—On May 22 the 
second unit of the Shoshone project in north- 
ern Wyoming will be thrown open to home- 
stead entry, and two days later the lots in 
the government town of Powell, in the center 
of the irrigable area, will be sold at auction 
to the highest bidder. 

The farms are obtainable under the home- 
stead law, subject to the charges of actual 
cost of supplying water to tHe land. This 
charge has been fixed at $46 per acre, payable 
in ten annual installments, without Interest. 

The annual cost of maintaining and oper- 
ating the system amounts to $1 per acre.

It hasgranted them 
representation im the duma, ‘as the Russian 
parliament is known, under serious restrio- 
tions, to be true, but yet this is a copces- 
gion which would ‘not have been dreamed of 
ten years ago. The Russians insist they are 
compelled to lodK out for themselves and 
that this is responsible for the restrictive 
measures applied to the Jewish, subjects of 
the czar. 


Views of the Russians. 

Spencer Eddy summarized the Russian 
view in these words: 

“ A Jew comes to a Russian village in 
which peasants have been living in peace 
and quietness. The peasant is by nature a 
good hatured, stupid, hard working indi- 
vidual, who never has thought it possible 
for himself to gain more than enough to keep 
himself and his family in food, clothes, and 
fuel, with a more or lese solid roof to cover 
him. ie 
“In a short time the Jew, by his keener 
intelligence and greater energy, begins to 
get money by perfectly lawful buying and 
selling. Then the Jew lends money, taking 
as security the land or house or personal 
property of the peasant. Then come fcre- 
closures and consequent enmity, which leads 
im many cases to violence. The Jew is un- 
willing to relinquish what he has gotten hold 
of by legal mtans. The peasant considers 
himself wronged, and tries to even things up 
in his own way.” 

The Jéwirh point of view was set forthina 
memorial from thirty-two Jewish com- 
munities in Russia, presented to the commit- 
tee of ministers of the empire. This memorial 
states that the whole machine of the state 
aims at making it impossible for the Jews to 
exist in Rusia. 


Restricted During Whole Life. 

It would be difficult to summarize all the 
legal and administrative restrictions which 
hamper the Russian Jew from his birth to 
his death. Measures taken during the last 
yuarter of a century dealing with him have 
tended to his beggary and to leave him with- 
out means of subsistence, benefits of educa- 
_tion, and human dignity. Wherever he lives 
~—within or without the pale—he is not pro- 
tected from material ruin or morai outrage 
at the caprice of the authorities. 

He is at the mercy of the police. The me- 
morial claims that among Jews of the pale, 
4,200 000 of whom are inclosed within the 
walls of towns and only 700,000 distributed 
among the villages, a fifth are dependent 
upon charity. 

Mr. Eddy asserted that in view of the 
feeling prevailing on both sides it seems 
hopeless to try to arrange matters satisfac- 
torily. He suggested that in considering the 
Jewish problem in Russia it should not be 
forgotten that the Russian point of view is. 
at the bottom, a religious feeling, while the 
point of view of the Jew is purely ethical.. 

It is apparent to the Russian government 
that if the American Jew be permitted to 
travel In any part of the empire and to so- 
journ and do business wherever he may elect 
the native Jews will agitate more vigorously 
for the same rights as are enjoyed by the 
alien. e 

The ill treatment and oppression from 
which the Russian Jews have suffered have 
aroused them to a realization that if they are 
to enjoy an amelioration of their condition 
they must struggle for it. They have seen 
their people massacred, incarcerated in pris- 
on, transported to Siberia, and even put to 
death, but there has remained an unquench- 
able determination to secure for their race 
the same rights and privileges which are 
enjoyed by the other Russian subjects.

Independents Say City Loses Millions 
by Extravagance, 


New York, May 9.—[{Special.]—Those who 
are behind the movement to create a Com- 
mittee of One Hundred to take a hand in the 
coming political campaign say that the fight 
for the mayoralty is likely to be one of the 
hottest New York has seen in many a year. 
Basing theic_hope of success on the alleged 
misdeeds of the present administration, the 
signers of the call for a conference Tuesday 
night believe the independent movement can- 
not fall to attract the support of many vot- 
ers. 

It is proposed to use the material collect- 
ed by the municipal bureau of research in 
presenting the alleged extravagances and 
mistakes of the municipal administration, 
which are laid at the door of Tammany. 
This will be supplemented by evidence col- 
lected by the proposed committee of one 
hundred. 


May Support Party Candidate. 

It is proposed to make a case against the 
extravagance of the Tammany administra- 
tion, then, with the voting public as a jury, 
to ask for an indictment.

It is possible a mayoralty candidate chosen 
by one of the two parties will be indorsed 
by the committee and supported by the men 
who are behind the independent movement 
if either is acceptabie.

One million dollars 
will be offered if necessary. 

The petition will be presented tomorrow 
when the motion is argued to set down the 
argument on the appeal of Mr. Morse’s case 
for June 380. 


Text of the Petition. 

The petition is as follows: 

“We, the undersigned, believing in the 
innocence of Charles W. Morge of any intent 
to defraud the Bank of North America or 
to deceive the government officials, are will- 
ing to become responsible upon his bail bond 
for the sum of $5,000 each without indemnity. 
We do this because we do not believe he will 
leave the juridiction of the court, and that 
when his case is finally heard and understood 
he will be acquitted.”

After 
mature consideration and several valuable 
amendments in the senate committee, the 
bill was reported for passage. It then 
had the approval of the state board of 
charities and of several of the ablest, 
men in the senate. It was beyouil 
any question a measure humanely cotn- 
eeivéd, practical, practicable, and effect- 
nal for the reform the conscience of the 
people of Illinois demands in these pup- 
lic institutions. 

But upon the floor of the senate it was 
attacked. It has been amended in two 
radical respects, and is threatened with 
more, The bill had wisely, if not neces- 
parily, provided that the administrative 
board which hereafter should manage the 
institutions should hold office during good 
behavior. 

That has been changed so that these 
officials shall serve in terms of four 
years. 

The oftiginal bill also provided that the 
members of the board should be experts 
each in the field he was immediately to 
supervise. 


experts may be appointed. 

The motive behind both these changes 
requires no elucidation to our intelligent 
readers. 

Other changes, moreover, are threat- 
ened, as we have said, and it becomes of 
epecial interest to the public to know just 


what the result of changes made and to 


be made upon this measure really will 
meéah to our state institutions. 

During the formulation of this’ bill the 
public has placed its reliance upon the 
state board of charities, the best boar] 
the state has enjoyed the services of in 
our generation, to say the least. The 


| board has justified this confidence by 


formulating an admirable. bill, which, if 
enacted with the amendments of Sena- 
‘tors Manny and McKenzie and as finally 
submitted to the senate, would undouht- 
edly have laid the foundation of such a 
reform in our charitable and correctional 
institutions a# would have placed Illinois 
well to the front among enlightenedcom- 
munities, 

But the public, accepting the board's 
judgment, has now a right to know where 
the board stands as to this amended 
measure and as to fe further amend- 
ments that threaten it.

‘MILITARY FIELD WORK. 

The army war college at Washington is 
most favorably situated for field work. 
Only a few miles away, across the Po- 
tomac, are to be found some of the great 
battlegrounds of the civil war. The offi- 
cers of the general staff of the army and 
the instructors in the war college are now 
engaged in a month’s study of notable 
military movements, 

They spend their nights “ tenting on the 
old camp ground.” In the day time they 
ride over a battlefield, observe its topo- 
graphical features, and then listen to a 
lecture in which the principal matters con- 
nected with the engagement are indi- 
cated. By means of this practical work 
they not only get a better appreciation of 
the accomplishments of the men who 
fought on Virginia soil nearly half a-cen- 
tury ago, but also prepare themselves far 
more effectively for possible service in 
future conflicts than they could do 
through text book and chart. : 

The present trip over the route of 
Grant’s campaigns has added interest be- 
cause of the viewpoint of the officials of 
the British army war college. Several of 
these have already published valuable 
books on the American civil war or on in- 
dividual campaigns. They have not hes- 
itated to declare that they believe the 
battles of this war make the best studies 
for students of military sctence. One of

The reasons which led Prince Maximilian 
to suddenly enter the church and to thus be- 
come thé Only prince of the blood at present 
in the ranks of ite clergy have never been 
made public. But it is no secret at the court 
of Dresden. that it was due to a romance—to 
an unhappy infatuation. After receiving or- 
dination, he served for a number of years as. 
missionary priest in the worst slums of Lon- 
don, attached to a Catholic church, the name 
of which I forget, in Whitechapel. 

So completely was his existence there ig- 
nored by the English authorities that it was 
not until Empress Frederick happened to 
visit London that her mother’s (Queen Vic- 
toria) attention was called by her to his pres- 
ence, with the result that he was asked to 
lunch with them at Windsor. He responded 
to their invitation, but gave them so thor- 
oughly to understand that he wished to be 
left to his work as a priest and not to be 
treated as a prince of the blood that no fur- 
ther attempt was made to disturb him. Aft- 
erwards he made a prolonged missionary 
tour through central Asia, and It is said that 
the hardships which he was called upon to 
undergo there had the effect of sowing the 
seeds of the disease which is now drawing 
him to the grave. 

~~ 

On his return he was for a time one of the 
curates of a church at Nuremburg, but found 
it so difficult to escape there the attentions 
which the authorities and the people insisted 
in pressing upon him as a royal! prince that as 
soon as the opportunity presented itself he 
gladly accepted the offer of a professorship 
of canon law at the Catholic University of 
Freiburg, where he is known to have suffered 
greatly from the disgrace brought upon his 
family in general, and his eldest brother tn 
particular, by the unsavory scandals relat- 
ing to the ex-crown princess, now Mme. To- 
selli. 

The prince has repeatedly received offers 
of preferment to the episcopacy, both from 
Rome and from the German government. 
Bishoprics, such, for instance, as that of 
Strasburg, and even archbishoprics, have 
been pressed upon him, as well as offers of a 
seat in the sacred college; but he has per- 
sistently declined them all, expressing his 
desire to remain a mere priest. He never has 
been allowed to rénoufce his rights of suc- 
cession to the throne, nor even his official 
status as a prince of the blood, though, as I 
have mentioned above, he has made no use 
of its prerogatives, and were he tosurvive, a 
curious situation might arise. For he is fifth 
in line of succession to the throne, and his 
second brother, John, is childless, so that 
speculations have sometimes been indulged 
In as to what would have happened had he, 
as a priest, been called upon to succeed to 
the throne as king of.Saxony as the only re- 
maining heir. 

2. 

At Lady Orford's funeral, which took place 
a few days ago, the hearse was driven three 
times round the church before the remains 
were finally jaid to rest in the churchyard of 
Aylsham, in Norfolkshire. This was in def- 
erence to family custom and to local tradi- 
tion, according to which latter, Horatio, sec- 
ond ear! of Orford, destroyed the tomb of 
the Scalmers, former lords of the manor, in 
order to make way for the construction of a 
last resting place for the Walpoles. It is 
said that one of the unhappy ladies of this 
Scalmer family haunts the churchyard, al- 
ways searching for the remains of her rela- 
tions, and it is to mollify her restless spirit 
that this drive of the hearse three +imes 
round the churchyard takes place on the 
occasion of the funeral of every earl and of 
every countess of Orford. 

It is also alleged that prior to the totally 
unexpected death of Lady Orford, who was 
Miss Louise Corbin of New York, daughter 
of D. C. Corbin, the phantom coach and four 
were seen in the neighborhood of Aylsham, 
which always make their appearance just 
prior to the death of the head of the house 
of Walpole, or of his consort. Just what the. 
origin of this banshee is supposed to be I am 
unable to say with any degree of certainty. 
But the spectral coach and four are a matter 
of universal belief among the people of the 
district, and there are many among the older 
inhabitants who profess to have séen it just 
before the death of the late and fourth earl, in 
1804. One old man, who was passing the 
entrance lodge of Wolterton park at the 
time, still relates with dramatic detail how 
she saw the coach turn and “ pass right 
through the iron gates just as if they offered 
no obstacle at alli.”’ 
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The late Lady Orford was popular in Eng- 
land, having won good will by the pluck and 
loyalty which she displayed when, shortly 
after her marriage and before her husband's 
accession to the earldom, he was made the 
object of the most violent and extraordinary 
persecution in England on the part of an ad- 
venturess. Posing in the role of an innocent 
and guileless German governess, the woman 
charged him with first having ruined her 
under the promise of marriage and then de- 
serted her in order to wed an American 
heiress. 

The prima facie case against Capt. Wal- 
pole, as he was then, was rather strong, and 
a number of the English newspapers took up 
the woman's cause, the Pall Mali Gazette, 
indeed, raising a fund of several thousand 
pounds, to which even Queen Victoria con- 
tributed $100, for the purpose of defraying 
the legal expenses of the plaintiff in her suit 
for damages against the captain, who was 
held up to public obloquy in the press as 
everything that was vile and profligate. 


.- 
Through all this tempest of violent and ex- 
travagant abuse Walpole’s American wife 
stood loyally by his side, remained his beat 
friend, perfectly indifferent and probably 
incredulous with regard to the charges as to 
his conduct previous to her marriage. She 
reaped her reward at last. For one fine day 
Capt. Walpole's legal advisers obtained evi- 
dence of the most conclusive character show- 
ing that the plaintiff, instead of being a gulle- 
less governess, was in reality a most dan- 
gerous adventuress and a notorious black- 
mailer, whose tareer was well known 
throughout the Levant and who had on one 
occasion been put under arrest, elther at 
Algiers or Tunis; I forget which, for having 
shot at and wounded Count Crenneville, for. 
merly attached to the Austrian embassy at 
Washington, and who had incurred thé 
wrath of the woman by declining to continue 
his acquantance with her, owing to the ex-

Care of Bottles, 

Bottles come in two or three sizes and the 
newest ones are made without any angles, 
so that they may be cleaned easily. The 
digestion of the child depends upon their 
perfett cleanliness. After bejng used they 
should ‘be filled with cold watgr, to which a 
little soda or borax should ded. They 
then should be washed in h ater and soap 
and cleansed by- means a bottle brush. 
After this the bottles as well as the other 
utensils should be boiled. They may be 
boiled just before filling them, but they must 
be cold when they receivethe milk. The rub- 
ber nipples that were attached to a long 
rubber or glaes tube are no longer used, for 
it is impossible to keep them chan. The 
best nipple for use is one which has a round, 
bulbous end. A child can hold this more 
easily in its mouth. The milk should flow 
from the bottle drop by. drop and not-in a 
steady stream, as some people think. . 

In giving the bottle to the child he should 
be held comfortably in the arms and not held 
in a too reclining position, as then ft cannot 
swallow easily, 

Every mother should have several of the 
little cases for the bottle made of swansdown 
flannel. These are put around the bottle to 
keep it warm. They are effective, but they 
must be made so that they may be washed

RACING REVIVED IN MEXICO. 


First Real Meeting for Over Ten Years 
Comes to Happy Close Near 
Mexico City. 


Mexico City, May %—(Special.]—The first real 
race meeting which Mexico has had since Col 
Bob Pate operated tracks in this city more than 
ten yéars ago came to an end last week at Agua- 
scalientes, near here. 

Alejandro de la Arena, a prominent member of 
the jockey club, gave the meeting, and for the oc- 
casion erected stands, paddock, stables, and con- 
structed a really clasey sevég and a half furlong 
track. The racthg was well conducted by M. de 
la Arena, with Jo@dé Romero Dusmet, the Spanish 
chargé d’ affaires, as presiding judge. 

The crowds were made up almost entirely of 
Americans and those who journeyed from this city. 
There te talk of running a meeting here within 
the next month or so at the site of the new track 
in Condesa, and ff such a meeting is held there is 
no question but it will prove @ success, as Mexico 
City is not only a metropolis, but there are at least 
80,000 foreign residents here, who take an interest 
in the turf in addition to thousands of Mexicans of 
the better classes who are familiar with the.eport. 

The greatest interest involved in the recent meet- 
ing at Aguascalientes wae the first appearance of 
the candidates for the Mexican Derby, which is to 
be run in 1910. Gov. Landa y Escandon’'s stable 
made the best showing.

MOODY SAYS ‘HAVE IN WEEK’ 


Committee Chairman Says Business 
Men Will Prove Loyalty. 


“* We'll raise the $1,000,000 in a week,” was 
the remark yesterday of Walter D. Moody, 
chairman of the executive committee of the 
special committee of 100 of the Chicago As- 
sociation of Commerce which will raise the 


. fund for the new building. 


A meetirig of the executive committee will 
be held at noon today in the Great Northern 
hotel to make plans for the canvassing cam- 
paign among the business men of Chicago. 

The active canvass will bégin immediately 
after a meeting of the committee of 100 
Thursday night. 

“There will be no difficulty in disposing 
of the 4% per cent building bonds,’’ Mr. 
Moody continued. ‘“‘As a matter of fact I 
received indirect information yesterday that 
one business man had said he would sub- 
scribe $100,000 toward the bonds if the other 
$900,000 is pledged before May 24. There will 
be many who will subscribe without solici- 
tation, 

Foresees Success of Plan. 

‘We know that we shall succeed, for our 
people want the clubhouse; it is a necessity 
and the purchase of the bonds is of itselfa 
good business proposition. 

“As to just what plan we shal! follow in 
making the canvass we can't say until after 
tomorrow's meeting. We want to be per- 
fectly organized before starting out and then 
get the money in a hurry.” 

Members of the association took the same 
view of the canvass as that voiced by Mr. 
Moody. All agreed that Chicago. business 
men would be more than willing to help the 
city get the proposed clubhouse which is s0 
badly needed. 

Many schemes for the raising of the fund 
are being discussed. A favorite plan is to 
divide the committee of 100 into four or five 
squads, each headed by a captain. To each 
of the squads would be allotted certain sub- 
divisions of the association and they would’ 
be responsible for the canvassing of the 
business men in these subdivisions. 


Option Expires on May 24. 

Tt is planned to build a clubhouse of from 
twelve to twenty stories on the property of 
the Alexander White estate, 100x90 feet, be- 
tween the Chamber of Commerce building 
and the Chicago opera house, fronting Wash- 
ington. 

An option to buy the property for $850,000 
has been secured. It expires May 24. The 
club now has $1,000,000 of the $2,000,000 bulld- 
ing fund required.

KEEP ALL FOOD PROTECTED, 


| Winged Carriers of Disease Germs De- 


clared Man’s Worst Foes. 


Warning against the certain invasion of 
Chicago within a few weeks by 4 vast army 
of life destroyers is given in the city health 
department's bulletin for the week ended 
last Saturday. 

The army is composed of what the bulletin 
calls *‘ millions of the most dangerous in- 

mankind—fies,"* 


to build up lines of defense and to prepare 
to fight them “‘as you would wild beasts 


‘|eeeking your life.” 


How Diseases Are Spread. 

“ Files,” the bulletin declares, *‘ may infect 
you with germe of tuberculosis, 
scarlet fever, and other communicable dis- 
eases, as well as typhoid fever. After flies 
have feasted on the infectious matter of a 
person sick with these diseases, they may g€0 
direct to your baby's crib, to your food, to 
your drink or perhaps to a small open wound 
on your face or hands and deposit the germs 
of these diseases. When these germe are 
deposited in your milk supply they multiply 
fast, therefore milk should never be exposed 
to flies.”’ 


Some Methods of Protection. 


Here are some of the suggestions made by 
the health department for protection from 
these disease bringers: 


Screen your windows and doors before fly time 
and keep the screens in place until snow falls. 

Keep flies away from foodstuffs. 

Kill every fly that enters the sick room. Keep 
the patient's bed screened. 

Catch the flies as fast as they appear. Use the 
sticky fly papers, traps, and liquid poisons. 

To clear rooms of files burn pyrethrum powder 
or blow black flag into the air of the room. These 
do not kill the files, they are merely stunned and 
fall to the floor. They ress ese ty aah ternal os 
and destroyed. 

Eliminate the breeding places a files—this is 
important. 

Keep garbage receptacies tightly covered. Clean 
the cans daily. Sprinkle them with kerosene or 
chioride of lime. 


Pour Kerosene Into Drains. 

Pour kerosene into the drains. Keep sewerage 
system in good order. 

Clean cuspidors every day. Keep a 5 per cent 
solution of carbolic acid in them all the time.
